2, The official attitude toward the “kulaks"; has also changed. Two years 
ago they were being persecuted as "enemies of the people ! * . Vulko 
Chervenkov has now, in a recent speech, asserted that private farm 
owners, "called kulaks", are sl our brothers", who are also working 
with the other elements of Bulgaria for the development of the nation,
